There are now 173 Communicants on the Parish Register, but 
this does not represent our full strength; for while there are perhaps 
a dozen names who no longer belong here, there are also five dozen 
who have never brought Letters of Transfer, and who probably have 
thereby lost their status as registered communicants. Canon XIV is 
very explicit in this matter, and like all laws should be obeyed. Will 
you not write to your old rector and find out if your name has been 
removed, requesting a transfer here? In this connection also a word 
as to Confirmation is not out of place. The lack of interest in this 
Sacramental Rite is appalling. Not only was the congregation at the 
service pitifuly small ( the rain would have kept no one from a dinner 
or theatre engagement ), tut the class itself was not what it should 
have been, so far as numbers go. There are at least twenty-five who 
should have been included.’ Parents and sponsors have a real duty 
in this respect. It is not the rector’s place to persuade. It must be 


the result of home training. And the same remarks might apply to- 


Holy Baptism, the rector’s list including over thirty who know their 
duty, but who put it off for a more suitable time. 

The Accounting Warden reports for April: Receipts--Open, 
$76.59; Envelopes, $120.23; Sunday-school, $8.28; Building Fund, 
$71.10; Convention Fund, $14.20; Missions, $8.41. Total for Current 
Expense Account, $211.02. Expenses—Salaries and music, $245.15; 
Convention, $57.89; Sustentation, $12.97; Coal, $87.75; Gas, $4.70; 
Buildiug Account, $258.10. Bank balance, $367.58, with no outstand- 
ing bills, 

At first glance this seems like a satisfactory condition of our

affairs, but a little examination and the report for last yeay sheds & 
different light. During 1906-07 our current expenses increased, while 
the receipts diminished, although the congregations have been much 
larger; which was also the case for objects outside the Parish. Some 
few of the worshippers here have increased their pledges in response 
to various appeals; but the vast majority of those having envelopes 
fail to realize that more money is needed; while many others do not 
give regularly at all. Fart of the trouble is that a ‘“‘ Free ” Church is 
supposed to mean that the money which would come from, rented 
pews is not needed. The result is a crippling of our work and 
spiritual deadness, since we do not ever value that which costs us no 
sacrifice. If our present services are to be maintained the offerings 
must be increased.

‘The Bishop has appointed the evening of the second Sunday after Easter, 
April 30, as the day for his annual visitation of this Parish. Confirmation 
classes will start in Lent. Early notice is thus given to parents and guar- 
dians and sponsors, as well as to unconfirmed children and adults, that they 
may consult with the rector concerning this important matter. 


The various goings out at the Sunday morning service is a matter of 
comment from all new-comers. May we attempt once again to formulate a 
rule? If any one cannot stay through the late celebration, the best time to 
retire is when the choir remains, immediately before the Prayer for the 
Church Militant; or when the choir retires (on the third and fifth Sundays), 
after the Vestry-room Prayer, unless you wish to hear the Holy Gospel, when 
the former rule applies. This is only a small matter, and, of course, any 
one can go out at any time; but the continuous noise is distracting to those 
who remain, and the Blessing marks the intended ending of the service. 


Special Offering. The second Sunday in January being our Parish Sun- 
day, the special offering for this month is postponed’ for one week. On 
January 15, therefore, an opportunity will be offered for you to do your 
part in the preaching of the Gospel throughout the world, commonly known 
as Foreign Missions. And even if, as some are claiming, our own great 
Nation has not already started on the luxurious path to ruin which is the 
certain warning of history, so that another people must be trained to lead 
their fellow-men, the call to evangelize the world is such an inherent part 
of Christianity that it needs no insistence. Our Parish is asked to give $550, 
through the General Board, so that our Diocese can do her share in meeting 
the current appropriations, a percentage of our expenses which is much less 
than in many others. But the Board has asked for $500,000 additional; they 
need this money for new work already in sight. The day for the domestic 
offering was so unpropitious, although Monday’s weather kept no one at 
home, that the ccniributions were much less than usual, and although the 
individual gifts were much larger, one of $15 being noteworthy. Will not 
each one, the Rector begs and pleads, respond to this appeal? The special 
envelopes must be used. They will not be sent out as in December—not 10 
out of the 240 mailed were returned then—but can be obtaind in the pews, 
or from the stand in the rear of the church. If all the people of the church 

„are utterly self-centered, how can the Gospel be spread? A few cannot do 


it, or at least do it adequately, while the Parish is also dead. The Rev. 
Amos Goddard, of Hankow, China, will make the address at 11 A. M. Come 
and hear, even if you do not give. 


The Birthday Party was held as arranged for on December 14. In addi- 
tion to the cocca and coffee and cake which was served from a tastefully 
arranged table on the platform, there was a Donkey Party, a series of pic- 
tures, representing well-known books, and a cake with an object concealed 
underneath, to be guessed for, while one of the ladies of the neighborhood 
very kindly and pleasingly read the palms of those who wished. Some $75 
was returned in the bags, which entitled admission, for everything else was 
free. Those who were present all said the occasion was most enjoyable; 
our only regret was that so few came to appreciate the hospitality of the 
Guild. and to meet each other in an informal way. 

Envelopes. So far very few new sets have been given out, while several have 
been discontinued through removal from the Parish. Please do not compel 
the rector to go around begging you to use them, The winter weather and 
the summer heat show their importance—for you, that you may give regu- 
larly to support the services, which are maintained regularly, so that you can 
come when you choose; and for the Parish, that we may not run into debt 
and that we may know what we can undertake. Our expenses must be 
increased this year. Will you not show us how we can do it?

“Foreign Missions Sunday” proved most interesting. The Rev. M. God- 
dard made a very instructive address at the morning service, and at the child- 
ren’s missionary service in the afternoon held the undivided attention, even of 
the smallest, for three-quarters of an hour. Taking the sign language of the 
Chinese as the basis for his talk, he illustrated their life and customs with 
many models. We were giad to notice others present besides the scholars, 
and only wish that many more had come. The weather, unfortunately, as on 
“Domestic Mission Sunday,” provided an excuse for those who take no inter- 
est in the spread of the kingdom, and whose whole idea seems to be that com- 
mon one of the past, viz., that Christianity is fulfilled, so far as they are con- 
cerned, if they obey the moral law. But the Church is waking up to the fact 
that Our Lord uttered two commandments, and that we must also do for 
others. The offerings for the work of the Board is one-third below last year, 
although we are asked for five-eighths more during the present season. 


Special Offerings. On the second Sunday of the month, February 12, your 
special offerings are asked to make up our share of the Bishcp’s stipend and 
the other expenses of the Diocese. Our own expenses go on as usual; there- 
fore the special envelopes must be used. ‘The amount is based on what we 
spend on ourselves. We need the Bishop’s ladrship and services. He is a neces- 
sity in the Church, if we believe our Bibles and other history. Remember St. 
Paul’s words then, “Let him that is taught in the Word minister unto him 
that teacheth, in all things.” 

On Ash Wednesday, as usual, our whole offering will go for the work 
among the deaf. We cannot over-emphasize their needs. Hearing entirely by 
their eyes; dependent so largely en bright and cheerful surroundings to en- 
able them to see quickly, and to counteract their natural despondency; cut off 
from those sounds which are almost our greatest joy and blessing; prevented 
by their infirmity from earning what others receive, the appeal is one we 
should not be deaf to.

The, Season_of Lent. “Come ye yourselves apart or rest. awhile,” “Once 
more the sos n season calls” us to a little step forward in faithfulness—the 
true rest which is the result only of companionship with the Master. As the 
very first essential to faith we find the necessity of getting out of ourselves; of 
advancing beyond what we already know; of living in the world, and yet of be- 
ing not of the world. And the best Way to cultivate faith, the predisposing 
cause toward faith, is; as in the case of the centurion, sélf-discipline—living by 
rule; obeying the captain’s orders; making-.ourselves do, and leave undone, the 
varying calls which meet us, according to the clearly expressed wish of another 
than curselves. ‘Therefore we must learn to know Him and ourselves by devo- 
tion and by self-examination; we must obtain the will to carry out what we 
learn. But if we only do as we choose, there will be no permanent blessing. 
Try in some way to cultivate that self-control and. that looking through the 
material which the men and women and even the children of our age are be- 
coming so deficient in. The Parish services will be the same as last year, ex- 
cept on Wednesday nights, when all the Germantown Churches will unite at 
different places. The Brotherhood of St. Andrew éxpects to hold noon-day 
services in some central locality; these, of course, are intended primarily for 
the men and women who work and who cannot attend in their respective 
parishes. They should not interfere withthe worship here. Those who rush 
to battle unprepared cannot win. Let us then use this month after the 
Church’s advice, in making ready for our opportunity to Come. The rector 
will be glad to confer with any with feference to their Lenten Rule.

Noon-day Services. In addition to the above lists, which we might call 
our parochial appointments, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew has arranged 
25- minute services to be held each week- day at 12.30, in “The Union Palace 
Theatre,” on Germantown avenue above Chelten. Noon is especially sacred, 
and always a time of prayer, as it tells us of the Saviour hanging on the 
Cross, with arms outstretched to draw all men unto Him. And while this op- 
portunity is intended specially for those whose business prevents their attend- 
ance at their own parish services, and therefore should not supersede these 
in any way, others are welcome; as an extraordinary devotion, there should 
be great spiritual benefit, since the list of speakers includes many who are 
peculiarly helpful. 


Lenten Observance. From such-a large list of special services, we must 
not, however, get a wrong idea. Christianity is indeed a living with the Mas- 
ter; these are days when He would take us apart from the busy world with 
its ‘material calls, that we may learn to know Him a little better, and so re- 
turn to our ordinary living after Easter with new and holier visions. 

But Christianity is also living for the Master; we must work, as well as 
pray; our devotions must be something deeper than words, whether of hear- 
ing or of saying; we must, thus do all He commands, and carry out into act 
the things’ we hear and say. Alms-giving and self-denials are essential also; 
nay, we cannot rest content with self, we must bring others to Him by our 
examples and our direct invitations and our intercessory prayers. For whom, 
then, shall you be a missionary? 

But to stop. here would be to miss the richest truth—we can only be for 
others and for God what we really are for ourselves—and therefor Christian- 
ity is beyond all else and as the secret of all else, a living in our Saviour.

“By the Grace of God I am what I am” is the truly inspired witness of the 
greatest of all Christians, who also says that his life is not “mine, but Christ 
in me.” And while there is a grace of Prayer, while beyond all controversy 
there is also a grace of Works, what St. Paul means is rather that other 
Grace which comes through Sacraments alone. It is our Lord Himself who 
regenerates me and who makes me clean and who nourishes me; without 
this grace we are helpless, with It we are as giants. Don’t forget, then, the 
very sum of worship and of preaching, even your Communions, better now 
in number and in quality and in SRO Pya 

What has this to do with Lent? Simply that Lent, after all, is only a time 
of extraordinary Christianity, not that we are like reservoirs, and can lay up 
a supply of Grace to last for the ensuing year; but rather that despite all we 
can do, our Christianity becomes monotonous, and we need to get out of the 
rut. The worldly man does this by plunging downward, the Christian by 
stepping upward. Lent is thus a chance to get nearer to God—easy, because 
the world expects it; hard, because the devil is particularly active also—to 
rise a little higher, that by the habits formed we may live a little higher after 
Lent is over. We cannot jump into perfectness, as some seem to think, any 
more than we can jump from infancy to old age, or from ignorance into 
knowledge, or from poverty into wealth; but there are, nevertheless, certain 
definite advances, because we embrace an opportunity, and, spiritually, Lent 
is such a chance. No one is going to force you—as in “The Parable of the 
Pound.” The result for you depends on whether, and on the way, you use 
your opportunity. Some, however, are pressing forward-—do not, then, allow 
yourself to be outdistanced. 


Special Offering. One such opportunity only, since we must be thinking 


.of Easter—on March 12th—for the Sustentation Fund. This money is used 


to supplement the stipend paid in 13 of the weaker parishes, so that the rec- 
tor may receive a living wage. The number is decreasing every year; but 
there are still some at our own doors, whom we can and should aid in Chris- 
tian love. The special envelopes must be used. 

In this connection the Rector will also be glad to provide Mite Boxes for 
Lenten self-denials. The Sunday-school offering at Easter goes for Missions, 
and a special effort is being made to increase it as a memorial to our late be- 
loved Bishop—who will join the children? Remember also that in the Parish 
we have given scarcely a quarter of what we should, and this will apply on 
our apportionment.

The Woman’s Auxiliary meets on Tuesdays at 3 P. M., and the Junior 
Auxiliary on Thursdays, at 4 P. M. 

The Wednesday Night Service on April 5 will be the last one of the union 
services, and will consist of a conference in St, Luke’s Parish House, Main, 
aboye Coulter street, under the leadership of John W. Wood, Esq., of New 
York city. Only a few of our pecple have attended these weekly services; 
will not more, and especially the men, try to bé present at this one? On April 
12 we will have our usual service in our own church. 

The Three Hours’ Service on Good Friday is not meant to take the place 
of the services of the Prayer Book. It is an extra and most helpful devotion 
for those who wish to think of their Saviour at the ending of His earthly life. 
Consisting really of seven services, it is possible for any to leave during the 
hymns without annoying others. But surely we should withdraw: from the 
ordinary things at the time when He hung upon the Cross for us. Our holiday 
should be a Holy Day, and the continuous services from 9.15 to 3 make this 
possible. All the offerings on Good Friday will be for the work among the 
Jews. 

Either the Bishop of the Diocese or the Bishop of Wyoming will admin- 
ister the sacramental rite of Holy Confirmation on the night of the second 
Sunday after Easter. So far very few have presented themselves to the rector 
for instruction. But there are very many who should receive “The Laying on 
of Hands.” Do not put it off. The longer you wait the harder it becomes. 
From the New Testament history confirmation was evidently ordained by 
our Lord; the Church has made it a pre-requisite to Holy Communion; your 
sponsors promised God that you would come to the Bishop. Why not then be 
Christian and man enough to fulfill your evident obligation. It is your act 
to God; but it is far more God’s act to you. You joimed the Church when you 
were baptized, and Confirmation (not confirming, but being confirmed) is 
only the natural sequence and the necessary completion of what you have 
done already. Evening Prayer wilt be said at the usual hour. 

Easter Day. Once more we have reached the Queen of Festivals. Every 
person who has been confirmed should receive Holy Communion, at least dwr- 
ing the Octave. Also the early celebrations are the best time, even if we are 
not willing to accord with ancient and universal custom, because our minds 
and hearts are fresh, because the music later is apt to prove distracting and 
because a great number of communicants prolongs the noon-day service to 
an unnecessary extent. But this, of course, does not ntean that we should 
leave immediately after the sermon. We come, or we should come, tò worshi 
God; and when we give: the sermom the chief place in our Church-going, we 
can hardly expect to receive the benefit we should, nor that our service will 
be fully acceptable. i 

Your offerings om Easter Day are asked for a double object, according to 
the special envelopes: First, for the work of extending the Church outside our 
parish. There should be mo question as to our privilege and duty in this. His- 
tory and experience prove that Christianity has made us what we are; the 
Master’s clear command is “every nation;” any real love will lead us to it 
Our parish should give $550; thus far we have raised $122.65. Mark the amount 
you wish to give on your envelope.. Second, for the work of the Church here: 
We congratulate you that there is no deficit to make up; this has been our best 
financial year: But this: is due to the fact that last Baster there was orte con- 
tribution. of $500,, and, enough more to make about $700, and that we were 
selfish, with it all. This is not right. The Church is: here for everyone, and 
everyone who uses its services should do their just share in supporting it. We 
do not buy our food and clothes out of charity, why, then, should we expect 
others to pay for our spiritual privileges and necessities? And then, too, the 
offering should be large because we need a Parish House for many reasons. 


The time seems almost to have come when we cannot get along any longer 
without it. But no steps can be taken until our running expenses are assured. 
Will you not make a special effort then? And if you do not use the weekly 
envelopes, will you not also give regularly each Sunday of the whole year; or 
if you only come occasionally make up your definite contribution when you are 
here for the Sundays you have missed? The summer season is close at hand, 
when the congregations are small, but the expenses are just as great, and 
even larger, if the rector is to have a holiday. 

Annual Parish Meeting. This is held on Easter Monday night at 8 o’clock 
in the Guild Room, for the reading of the reports of our various activities, and 
for the election of three vestrymen to serve for the three ensuing years. Very 
few of the worshippers here realize what is being done by those who are ac- 
tive. If they would arrange to be present at this time they would be surprised 
and interested. The electors are those who are registered communicants and 
registered contributors. This is therefore an opportunity to remind many of 
you that the canons require a communicant removing from one parish to 
another to obtain a Letter or Transfer. The failure to do this puts both the 
old and the new parish in a false position, by padding the list of members in 
one case and by reducing it in the other. There are at least thirty or forty who 
should get their Letters from Epiphany, or who should notify the rector that 
they have ceased to be communicants, and probably one hundred who should 
bring their Letters here. The Convention Report closes with the end of April; 
will you not then attend to this matter at once. Our Communicant List must 
p a this month, and as it appears at present several names should be 

ropped. t : 

Bishop Whitaker Memorial. The various appeals which are received are 
so many that most of them cannot be taken up. Practically all which are pre- 
sented to you are obligatory. And while this proposed Fund is not strictly of 
this class, surely you would be unwilling not to take some part in it. Bishop 
Whitaker was with us for so long a time, his administration here was so wise 
and his counsel so acceptable outside of the diocese in matters which related 
to the Church at large, that it becomes a distinct privilege as well as a duty 
to help in perpetuating his memory. The mere fact that his episcopate extend- 
ed through 42 years should be sufficient to arouse our interest, without the 
other, that he has been our Right Reverend Father in God since 1886. The 
Bishop of Pennsylvania desires that every one will make some contribution, 
and sugests $1.00 as a reasonable average. The money thus given will be used 
to erect a memorial church for St. Barnabas’ Mission in the rapidly growing 
section near Sixty-fifth and Hamilton streets, and to endow the parish so far 
as possible. This has heen chosen because the late Bishop took a special inter- 
est in it and named it on one occasion when he was asked concerning a pro- 
posed memorial to another who had passed beyond. Bishop Mackay Smith is 
very anxious that the Fund be completed at once. Will not each one who wor- 
ships here take this as a personal appeal? Moneys should be sent with the 
name of the donor to Mrs. J. J. Wornle, 27 Carpenter street, who is acting as 
treasurer, or to the rector, or placed on the alms-plate properly marked.

Financial Report: This will appear for the year in separate form, The 
total offering on Easter Day amounted to some $980, of which $258.78, in- 
cluding the Sunday School Lenten boxes, applies on our missionary appor- 
tionment. Thus with the $111.10 already given we need $181.12 in order to 
do our share in the diocesan apportionment. Where is it to come from? We 
cannot be begging for this from the chancel on every Sunday, nor should it 
be necessary. The deficit is sufficient proof of the absolute necessity of reg- 
ular and systematic giving for Church Extension on the part of all. So far 
$45.00 has been contributed to the Bishop Whitaker Memorial Fund. Bish- 
op Mackay-Smith is much discouraged over this; nor can we wonder at it 
when a parish such as this, where at least 350 communicants worship, or pro- 
fess allegiance, averages less than 13 cents instead of the $1.00 asked. 


But to turn to a little brighter topic: On May 1, 1910, the Warden re- 
ported a balance of $1683.73—this year, it is $851.73—which means that, since 
$1092.75 was expended for improvements, and specially provided for by the 
Women’s Guild last year, our receipts for 1910-1911 have largely exceeded 
our expenditures, and we are in much better financial condition than last 
May. Moreover, there are a greater number of individuals who are con- 
tributing, and if the assessments on the parish had been met by the congre- 
gation as they were presented, by 50 persons instead of by 25 or less, we 
would be in a far better position still, which all goes to show how easy it is 
to get along when everyone does what they can. Shall we not cancel at least 
the organ mortgage of $1000 next Easter? Or, if you prefer, build the first 
story of a Parish House?

Owing to the gradual extension of the summer, the beginning of October 
no longer finds a full resumption of parish activities. This is unfortunate in 
a double way: It means a shorter time for work, and also that many who 
have returned do not feel called on to start promptly, since others are not 
busy, and therefore they fail to take any special interest later, yet work and 
interest are synonymous. Simply to attend at the 11 o’clock service on Sun- 
days will not awaken any one to very ardent love; and without something 
more than such a purely formal connection one need not be surprised when 
even the “oncer” habit is lost. But, apart from the personal misfortune, your 
apathy kills the parish. There are plenty of people here who could be active 
if they chose. To multiply guilds and societies would be no benefit, since it 
would only mean extra work for the faithful few and would not appeal to the 
majority of our people. With the single exception of a Boys’ Club, the Senior 
and Junior Auxiliaries, the Sunday School and the Choir are enough at present 
—they would be enough, if they were only used. 


Take them in reverse order. How many men and boys there are who 
like to sing and who could help in the music if they would only attend the 
practicings a few times! And what a stimulus it would prove to those who 
do give their time, as well as to the congregations, to have the stalls filled at 
both services. It is very discouraging, as well as hard, for two or three voices 
to do the heavy chorus work. 

Or the Sunday School. Only four teachers out of eight have signified 
their intention of returning to the Main School, and one new teacher has vol- 
wnteered. Yet there are many who could be, and who should be, active. Do 
you suppose the children will come and sit in the classes, and teach them- 
selves? Moreover, the best way to learn is by helping others to learn, and 
the woeful ignorance of Church History, Prayer Book and Bible which most 
of us suffer from demands earnest thought. Must the rector tell the boys to 
go elsewhere? Í 

So, too, with the girls’ and women’s work. The few who are active have 
done wonderfully. Where would our parish be without the Auxiliaries and 
the Altar Guild? But how much more could be done if the score of workers 
was doubled! The Fair to be held on the 13th will furnish a splendid oppor- 
tunity to get started. Every one can help, and this means you. 

Then there is also the less conspicuous work. Suppose that each one who 
is enrolled here as a worshiper brought some one with him! Yet is not just 
this our duty to God and to our neighbor? “Boost” the parish among your 
friends. Get them to come, and keep them coming. The rector is very glad 
to do his share; but it is often ineffective, because people say he is paid to do 


aT 


it. You are'the real ones who can increase the congregation by your own 
faithfulness and by your invitations. If a stranger comes, say to the after- 
noon service, and sees only a dozen in the pews, he is not very likely to come 
again; nor would you fail to criticise if only one service a week was appointed. 

Or in the mattér of offerings. Business principles demand that resources 
be known; therefore, in a Free Church pledge cards are a necessity, even if 
the weekly envelopes are not used, and a large contribution, since there is no 
pew rent. It is hoped that we can follow the lead of so many parishes and 
introduce the Duplex Envelope, i. e., a weekly double envelope, one side for 
parish expenses and the other for offerings outside the parish. This might 
not do away with the necessity for special offerings, except for those who do 
use the envelopes, but it would awaken all of us to a better sense of our duty 
to our neighbor, and thereby help us to fulfill more of our duty to our God. 

On S. Simon and S. Jude’s Day, at 10.30 A. M., the Rev. Philip’M. Rhine- 
lander, D. D., and the Rev. Thomas J. Garland; D. Ð., will’ be: consecrated 
respectively as Bishop-Coadjutor and as Bishop-Suffragan of this, Diocese.

It is quite possible that this date will be a regular appointment in the future, instead 
of that which has been in April. For many reasons such a change would seem 
desirable. Not only is it our ‘Parish Sunday,” but the Lent which follows will aid 
in starting the Catechumens to faithful communicantship, while its many privileges 
will not be interfered with by the Confirmation instruction. The earlier date, 
however, requires the starting of the class at once. There are many adults and 
children who should receive this Grace, and who have been thinking about it, 
Please consult with the Rector and do not wait for him to seek you out, 


The Sunday-school still pleads for two, if not three, male teachers. Is it fair 
to the parish not to mention God and the boys, that the present state of affairs 
should persist? Also there are many unbaptized children in the parish; the Rector 
cannot go and get them; it is for the parents and friends to remember ‘‘how the 
Saviour blamed those who would have kept them from Him,” and that they will 
have to give account. 


The Fair and Rummage Sale were very successful from a financial standpoint, 
and all who took part are to be congratulated. But the attendance at the Supper 
and the response to the Rummage post-cards was very small. Such a lack of 
interest is discouraging to those who do give their time and labor. The raising of 
moneys by these means may not seem desirable; but the money has to be raised, 
and if everybody helped, as they so easily could, the constant appeal would be 
unnecessary.
